In 1901 Gen. 
Arthur Mac- 
Arthur was 
publicly, and 
with great bit- 

terness, attacking William How- 

ard Taft, who headed a com- 
mission to the Philippines, calling 
him, among other things, an ex- 
crescence. (An abnormal growth.) 

Now, William H. Taft’s son, 
Robert H. Taft, is one of the 
loudest shouters on the band- 
wagon of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, son of the General who 
so castigated his father and, like 
his sire, in a policy controversy 
with the Government. 

This chapter from 50 years ago 
in American history, brings up 
not merely the revolt against 
policy which caused Gen. Arthur 
MacArthur to be recalled from 

‘ his command, but also a war, 
the Philippine revolt which fol- 
lowed the Spanish-American con- 
flict, and which, while minor in 
ecmparison, none the less had 
some slight comparison with the 

Korean conflict of today. It was 

one in which the American peo- 

ple had little enthusiasm. It was 
costly. It seemed to have no pos- 
sible end. It dragged on from 

February, 1899, to April, 1901. 

Philippines 

After the peace treaty with 
Spain, American official senti- 
ment, like that of the people, was 
divided on what to do with the 
Philippines and Puerto Rico. Wil- 
liam R. Day, Secretary of State 
to President ‘ McKinley, was 
quoted as saying he was “‘strong- 
ly against retention of anything 
in the Philippines, unless pos-

Reds Reluctant 


To Fight Back

TOKYO, Friday, May 4— 
(UP)—United Nations tank- 
infantry columns stabbed 
halfway back to the 38th Par- 


eter Thursday and seized the 
initiative across most of the 
100-mile Korean front from 
Communist forces strangely 


reluctant to fight. 

With Allied artillery and planes 
laying a carpet of death before 
them and in the hills to either 
side, tankers and infantrymen 
plunged through no-man’s land in 
their deepest raids since the halt 
of the Reds’ Spring offensive last 
Friday. 

The Reds recoiled in_ limited 
withdrawals at each end of the 
V-shaped battle line before the 
surprise Allied thrusts which in- 
creased enemy ground casualty 
figures for the day to 1,740. The 
previous day’s estimates of enemy 
casualty figures had reached a 
low of 395. 


TRUCKS BLOWN UP 

Allied fighter and bombing 
planes added another estimated 
650 to the enemy casualty toll 
while concentrating on their main 
job of blowing up the Reds’ trucks 
and supplies before they could 
reach the fighting front. 


One tank-infantry force which 
drove half-way from the Seoul 
area to the parallel before it 
turned around cut off an enemy 
company and virtually annihilated 
it. 

“We probably killed a hell of a 
lot more than 200, but we only 
reported what we actually knew,” 
the task force commander said. 
United Press correspondent Gene 
Symonds said the task force of- 
ficers were unwilling to estimate 
the total number of Reds sighted 
on the mission but agreed that it 
was “large,”

WASHINGTON, May 3—

This would have been his rec- 
ommendation before President 
Truman removed him from com- 
mand in Asia, he added, and this 
would be his personal recom- 
mendation still.

OTHERS HESITATE 


Apparently there were almost 
none who thought any benefit 
would ever accrue to this country 
by possession of the islands. The 
real motive for holding them 
seems to have been an inability 
to give them back to Spain. 
Someone had to act. 

Aguinaldo, a Filipino insurrec- 
tionist who had previously been 
bought off by Spain, revolted in 
February, 1899, when it became 
apparent the treaty would give 
possession to the United States. 

It was an exasperating, costly, 
tedious campaign. The jungles 
were more of an enemy than the 
rebels. But, as the war dragged 
on, some 60,000 American sol- 
diers were involved. The fight- 
ing lasted six times as long as 
the war with Spain and cost al- 
most half as much. Casualties 
were larger. It was a hard, vex- 
ing problem which for a long 
time seemed to have no possible 
ending save frustration in years 
of jungle, guerrilla fighting. More 
than two years crawled by before

Feud 


In September of 1901 McKin- 
ley was killed and Theodore 
Roosevelt took office. He named 
William H. Taft Governor-Gen- 
eral of the Phillipines. This 
caused Gen. MacArthur to ex- 
plode again, and bring to crisis an 
old feud which had begun when 
Taft had been sent to the islands 
during the fighting .with the 
peace commission. Its report 
said, in part: 

“We finally reached Manila on 
the morning of June 3. Although 
the thermometer was in the nine- 
ties, a certain frigidity pervaded 
the atmosphere on our arrival, 
which General MacArthur, the 
military governor, seemed to re- 
gard in the light of an intru- 
sion....” 

“General MacArthur believed 
in keeping the islands permanent- 
ly. His views were frankly im- 
perialistic. He had no salve to 
offer to the conscience of pious 
thrift at home... . He was thor- 
eughly imbued with the British 
colonial idea known as the white 
man’s burden.” 

President Roosevelt removed 
Gen. MacArthur and transferred 
him to the “Department of Colo- 
rado.” He remained hostile to the 
administration until his death, 
This “sensible” disposition of the 
General did not quiet him and 
the question remains whether a 
similar “solution” to the present 
MacArthur would have worked 
any better. 

In those days the Democrats 
were cheering on General Arthur 
MacArthur. He was embarrassing 
the Republicans.

et his Wake Island conference 
with President Truman of last Oc- 
tober, the substance of the ad- 
ministration’s published memo- 
randum of that conference prob- 
ably was correct. 


2. That his recall by the Presi- 
dent was an act so summary as 
to have no known éxample in 
military history and that it en- 
dangered the security of the 
United States by its abruptness. 


3. That had he been permitted 
to send his bombers against the 
Chinese Communists on the main- 
land and to have used the Chinese 
Nationalist troops he could have 
thrown the Communists back and 
saved thousands of lives. 


DEPRECATES KREMLIN 


4. That even now, if only the 
“inhibitions” laid down by the 
President could be removed, the 
Korean war could be “wound up” 
without any “very great addition- 
al complement of ground troops.” 


5. That the Russians did not ap- 
pear strong enough, particularly in 
transport and in the sea and air 
arms, to “launch any predatory 
attack from the Asiatic continent.” 
The Russians, he said, were likely 
to go to all-out war when and if 
they thought it wise on far “high- 
er” considerations than “the inci- 
dents occurring in Asia at the 
present time.” 


6. That his connection with the 
United Nations as its commander 
for Korea had in fact been little 
and that all his orders had come 
from Washington. The State de- 
partment here, he said, had sought 
sometimes to censor his communi- 
cations to the United Nations by 
introducing “political slants” 
which he rejected. 


UN “TOKEN” AID 

7. That the free world's expe- 
rience with the mixed UN forces 
in Korea had not been of much 
value as any sort of pattern for 
common action in any great war 
that might come. The UN con- 
tribution, he said, had been only 
“token.” 


8. That his relationships with 
the President’s highest military 
authorities, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, had been good and that only 
last Jan. 12 they had agreed with 
him in four points as to what he 
had hoped to do to carry the war 
more aggressively to the Chinese 
Communists. 

The Joint Chiefs, the General 
testified, had handed in on that 
date a memorandum proposing, as 
he had proposed, air reconnais- 
sance over China coastal areas and 
Manchuria; naval blockade of 
China; use of the Chinese Nation- 
alists troops, and the imposition 
of economic blockade against the 
Communists. 

These measures, he said, pre- 
sumably had been vetoed by Sec- 
retary of Defense Marshall or the 
President himself. 


J. C. 8. CONNECTION 


Again, as in his recent speech 
before a joint meeting of Congress, 
Gen. MacArthur did not state that 
the Joint Chiefs had agreed with 
him about actually bombing the 
Chinese, as distinguished © from 
putting out air ‘reconnaissance 
over them. He testified, in fact, 
that so far as he knew they had 
not so agreed. 

9. That the Central Intelligence 
Agency itself had thought last 
November that there was “little 
chance” for a major intervention 
in Korea by the Chinese commu- 
nists. 

10. That intelligence which 
ought to have been made available 
was not given to him, but that, 
no matter how much information 
he had been given about Chinese 
intentions, the disposition of his 
troops could hardly have been 
“improved upon.” 

11. That he had never remote- 
ly suggested the landing of Amer- 
ican troops in China though he 
had strongly supported, and still 
did, such use of the Chinese na- 
tionalist forces on Formosa as 
their “commander in chief,” Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, might 
think best. 


‘IN A VACUUM’ 

12. That far from trying to 
sabotage the President’s directives 
in the Far East, he had been 
“operating in a vacuum” in which 
he never was really sure what the 
administration’s policy was. 

“T could hardly have been said 
to be in opposition ‘to ‘policies of 
which I was riot even aware,” he 
commented. 

13.-That, notwithstanding all 
his years in the Orient, he never, 
as the occupation commander in 
Japan, or later, had been asked 
by the administration for an opin- 
ion on policy questions dealing 
with the China area. 

Had he been asked, he made 
clear, he would long ago have 
recommended an increase, and not 
a shutting off, in American aid to 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

“The greatest political mistake 
we have made in a hundred years 
in the Pacific,” he asserted “was 
in allowing the communists to 
grow in power in China.” 

Gen. MacArthur left the stand 
at 5:15 p. m. (Atlanta time) after 
about six hours and 15 minutes of 
testimony in morning and aftere 
noon sessions. 


FLOODLIGHTED 


He entered the hearing room—/ 


the high, marble caucus room of 
the senate office building—‘“this 
morning ‘at 9:18 escorted by Sens. 
Byrd, Democrat, Virginia, and 
Bridges, Republican, New Hamp- 
shire.

He said the mill had no diffi- 
culty until Councilman John A.

“That started our troubles,” Ed- 
wards asserted. “We had numer- 
ous contractors swoop down on 
us wanting to do the work which 
we were doing with our own 
maintenance employees. It was 
climaxed when cases were made 
against two of our men because 
they did not have certificates and 
not because of any fault with the 
work or the installations. We also 
had trouble with other branches 
of the City, and we were told by 
one salesman that if he sold us 
any fixtures, his company would 
be boycotted. “Plumbing is now 
out of 11 houses and in one in- 
stance five families are using one 
bath because our work is stop- 
ped.” 

Edwards told the committee he

plumber. He said he has been

General MacArthur’s testimony before 
the Senate Armed Services Committee 
yesterday would leave this country—and 


the United Nations—the choice of stepping 


up the war against Communist China in 
Korea or facing the possibility of a.long 
stalemate in the fighting. 

The general does not believe the meas- 
ures he advocates—a naval blockade of 
Red China, air operations over Manchuria 
and supply support of the Chinese Na- 
tionalists—would bring intervention by 
Soviet Russia. It may be, though, that 
General MacArthur is no more right in 
this estimate, which he said was purely 
speculative, than he was in believing Com- 
munist China would not intervene in 
Korea. 

It must be remembered that whatever 
action is taken in Korea cannot be by a de- 
cision of this country alone but must be 
by a decision of the United Nations. To 
act otherwise would quickly alienate our 
best friends who, faltering and weak as 
some of them are, will be on our side when 
and if the showdown comes against the 
Soviet Union. 

Only through united support of the free 
world can we hope to be able to stave off, 
or to defeat, the ultimate Communist 
aggression. There are few indeed in this 
country who would be willing to take the 
responsibility for breaking up the alli- 
ance of the democratic world. 

It can be hoped that the consequences 
of the MacArthur testimony will be to 
encourage a clear-cut UN policy in Korea. 
Particularly is it necessary that other coun- 
tries share to a greater degree the bur- 
den of the fighting and that trade with 
Communist China and Russia be stopped.

Don’t Forget the Enemies 


Important as they are, it is unfortunate 
that the MacArthur hearings are over- 
shadowing to such a degree the published 
findings of the Kefauver Crime Investi- 
gating Committee. 

The MacArthur dispute is centered 
about our external policies—the manner 
in which we best can defend ourselves 
against outward enemies. 

The Kefauver report, on the other hand, 
is concerned with enemies within who are 
equally threatening to our way of life and 
the integrity of our government. 

We cannot win if we lose either battle. 
Internal moral collapse would bring about 
the country’s downfall just as effectively 
as invasion by the armed soldiers of 
Communism. 

Whether action is taken to remove the 
corruption and the criminal influences in 


- government as revealed by the Kefauver 


Committee depends upon whether or not 
the public is willing to allow the findings 
to go by default in the excitement of the 
more dramatic but no more important 
issue of military strategy. 

Weare concerned that the Kefauver

The rather inane reply which 
the Joint Chiefs did make at the time, 
through the White House, had no bearing 
whatever on the charge and served only 
to provoke suspicion. 

But General MacArthur was not fired 
for believing what he believes. He was 
fired for making a public issue out of his 
disagreement with established policy. 

Senator Russell’s handling of the hear- 
ings deserves, and is getting, the approval 


‘of both the public and political leaders of - 


both parties. His is an extremely diffi- 
cult job, but he is performing it with the 
grace and ability which have made him 
one of the most respected members of the 
Congress. And the public and the press 
alike commend him for the expeditious 
handling of news of the hearings, closed 
though they be to all but members of the 
Senate.

While all of us are deeply disturbed by 
foreign enemies, let us not forget the ene- 
mies within.

Guess Who Wrote 
This Document 


WASHINGTON —An interesting document 
bearing on the MacArthur controversy has been 
brought to light by Senator Robert S. Kerr, of 

Oklahoma. It needs to be studied by all persons seeking to arrive 
at a calm judgment of the events associated with the President’s 
action in ordering a change in our Far Eastern command. 


The Oklahoma Senator, who has been a strong defender of the 
President's right to act as he did, obtained the document from the 
a of the Pentagon, where it has been preserved for a number 
of years. 


The Document As quoted by him and reproduced in the 
Congressional Record, ‘it reads as follows: 

“The national strategy of any war—that is, the selection of 
national objectives and the determination of the general means 
and methods to be applied in attaining them, as well as the devel- 
opment of the broad policies applicable to the prosecution of war 
-—are decisions that must be made by the head of the state, acting 
in conformity with the expressed will of Congress. . 

“No single departmental head, no matter what his particular 
function or title, could or should be responsible for the formulation 
of such decisions. For example, in every war the United States 
has waged, the national objective to be attained has involved the 
Army in land attacks against areas held by the enemy. In every 
instance missions have been prescribed for the Navy that had in 
view the assisting and facilitating of the Army’s efferts. Yet in no 
case could these missions and objectives have been properly pre- 
scribed by the Secretaries of War and Navy acting in unison or 
by a single supersecretary acting for both. 

“The issues involved were so far-reaching in their effects, and 


so vital to the life of the nation, that this phase of co-ordinating’ 


Army and Navy effort could not be delegated by the Commander 
in Chief to any subordinate authority. Any such attempt would 
not constitute delegation, but rather abdication.” 


The Thesis In other words, the thesis laid down herein 

plain and forceful language is that decisions 
made on the ways and means of conducting any war in which we 
may be engaged, as well as the “development of the broad policies 
applicable” thereto, must come from the head of state, which is 
the President, of course. 

With cold logic, the document contends that any delegation of 
this authority by the President would amount to abdication of his 
powers. By way of inference we may read into the document a 
clear-cut definition of the duty and responsibility of military com- 
manders in the field to hold themselves amenable to the policies 
and objectives laid down by the Commander in Chief. 

It leaves no room for a commander in the field to. openly agi- 
tate for a course of action contrary to the policy decreed by the 
President in consultation with his military advisers—the répetition 
of which offense brought about the dismissal of General Douglas 
MacArthur. It was one thing for him to urge a conflicting course 
in the councils of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, but quite another to 
engage in a public agitation on the subject. 


. Considering the source of the document read 
The Answer by Senator Kerr, it is the best’ possible answer 
to the attacks now being made by General MacArthur. It was not 
written by one of the founding fathers or by one of our military 
Jeaders of the dim past, around whom history has painted a halo.

The author of the document, according to Senator Kerr, is none 
other than General Douglas MacArthur, it being taken from his 
report as Chief of Staff of the Army for the fiscal year 1932.

MacArthur Gives - gislators a Choice

WASHINGTON, May 3—General of the Army Douglas MacArthur not only clarified his own po- 
sition on Capitol Hill Thursday, but he provided all legislators with an opportunity to stand and vote 


on whether they favor his policy or not. 

One of the real problems with a debate such 
as the present is how to bring it to some kind of 
clear conclusions. For the past two weeks there 
has been a tendency for many Senators and Con- 
gressmen merely to criticize the Administration’s 
policy in Korea, without stating precisely what 
they would do now. 


Gen. MacArthur, however, did not follow 
this easy path Thursday. He hit the Admin- 
istration hard. He charged it with squander- 
ing the lives of its citizens unnecessarily. He 
accused the President directly of jeopardiz- 
ing the interests of the United States by the 
way in which he switched command in the 
Far East. But he didn’t stop there. 


He faced up to many of the tough facts. He 
looked, not only at the past but at the present 
and the future, and he stated precisely what he 
would do. Therefore, he relieved his supporters 
of the comfortable position of taking advantage 
of his prestige and offered them a point by point 
program which, if they choose to do so, they 
can place before the Congress in the form of 
resolution. 

He proposed that the United Nations give 
Red China an ultimatum to enter into negotia- 
tions for a “cease fire’ in Korea within ‘a 
reasonable length of time. If Red China refused 
to do so, he proposed that this refusal be re- 
garded as a declaration of war by Red China 
against the United Nations. 

He then made clear that he would use the full 
power of the United States Air Force and Navy 


to bombard and blockade China, cut the Peiping 


regime off from its war supplies in the Soviet 
Union and elsewhere, regardless of any risk of 
Soviet intervention through such a policy. 
Moreover, he didn’t duck'the Administration’s 
other objection to such a policy, namely that 
we could not count on the support of our 


' Aliies in the United Nations and the North At- 
'Jantic Pact if we followed his suggestions. In 
‘that case, he said directly, we should go it 

, glone or with the aid of Chiang Kai-shek ‘and 
' the Chinese Nationalists. 


There are many things that can be said against 


’ these proposals. The Administration thinks they 
‘would jeopardize the security of the republic.

‘The North Atlantic Allies believe they would 


break up the coalition, and provide the Soviet 
Union with precisely the opportunity it has 
been seeking in Europe ever since the end of 
the war. But even the Administration concedes 
that MacArthur has a policy. 

Whether this policy would win the vote of 
many legislators, however, remains to: be seen. 
The General made a profound impression on 
the members of the two committees, particularly 
when he was discussing the military situation in 
Korea itself. 

In the last hour of the session, however, when 
the committee got down to the hard facts of 
the defenses of the United States itself, the 
weakness of Western Europe, and the possible 
consequences of Soviet retaliation in these areas, 
even some of the General’s own supporters ex- 
pressed themselves as being dissatisfied with 
his answers. ‘ 

He said he did not have any opinion on 
the numbers of troops necessary for the 
world-wide defenses of the United States.

The General Wore a Black Arm Band 


Editor’s Note: The John Gunther book, “The Riddle of MacArthur,” which was written be- 
fore General MacArthur was relieved from duty by Mr. Truman, provides an interesting reflection 


on the General in view of recent developments. 


MacArthur, a profoundly religious man, really believes in Christianity, and relishes his role as a 
defender of the Christian faith and way of life against the ravages of Communism. Both he and his 
wife are Episcopalians. He does not, since he works every Sunday, attend church; his wife, accom- 
panied by Arthur, goes in his place. As everybody knows, he uses the word “God” frequently in 
his speeches. Of all the gifts and tributes that came to him on his last birthday, the one that pleased 
him most was an autographed portrait of the Pope. 


He even goes so far as to think of himself 
and the Pope as the two leading representatives 
of Christianity in the world today. The Pope 
fights on the spiritual front, so to speak, while 
he tackles Communism on the ground. 

MacArthur did attend a church ceremony 
when a memorial service was held for George 
Atcheson, his State department adviser who was 
killed in an airplane crash in the Pacific. 


He asked one of his junior aides for a 
black arm band, and the aide replied that 
regulations forbade using such a black arm 
band except for the President of the United 
States. MacArthur replied gently, “Listen, 
son, I'm wearing one.” 


I was privileged in Tokyo to read through 
the whole file of MacArthur’s communications 
and the pronouncements since the occupation 
began, and many of these touch, at least indi- 
rectly, on religious themes. He constantly asso- 
ciates Christianity with both democracy and 
patriotism. 

To try to define the substance of MacAr- 
thur’s political views, underneath his broad 
concept of democracy, is somewhat difficult. He 
would certainly resent being called a reactionary. 
He has a Wisconsin frontier heritage, and he dis- 
likes heartily economic injustice and the abuse 
of privilege. 

In plain fact, though he once applauded the 
results of a Japanese election as showing a trend 
toward the “conservative philosophy of govern- 
ment,” he considers himself to be a distinct lib- 
eral in many fields. He even said once that-he 
hoped that after the occupation Japan would be 
“a little left of center.” MacArthur is, of course, 
horrified if anybody thinks that he and SCAP 
are overtly leftist. Once when he was about 
to receive the president of a celebrated univer- 
sity, he whispered to an aide, “Isn’t the man 
somewhat pink?” 

Above all, MacArthur is interested in democ- 
racy, not in the abstract but in Japan. 

Democracy is a puzzling concept for the Japa- 
nese to absorb. I went to a party at General 
Stratemeyer’s villa, just before the Korean War, 
at which the prime minister was present. One 
of the servants conspicuously did not bow when 
he entered, and later Mrs, Stratemeyer asked her 
why. “Under democracy we do not bow,” was 
the reply. 

Then there is a baseball anecdote doubtless 
apocryphal. A player was ordered to bunt, but 
smashed the ball instead. The manager of the 
team rebuked him, whereupon the player re- 
plied, “You do not realize that Japan is now a 
democracy, and we swing at the ball when we 
like.” 

Let us reiterate MacArthur’s loftiness and 
sense of justice. After all, he does not claim to 
be a philosopher, and his views on politics in the 
abstract may lack precision, but no one should 
doubt his tenacious and indisputable idealism. 


The loftiness does genuinely come from within; 
he is that rare thing in the modern world, a genu- 
inely high person. This is not put on. It is part 
of his marrow and essence, and this is one rea- 
son why he is such an exciting man to meet. 


MacArthur’s attitude toward fraterniza- 
tion is quite simple—that soldiers will be 
soldiers no matter what, and that people 
of different nationalities ought te get to know 
one another. Hence fraternization was never 
forbidden in Japan. 


Free social contact between Americans and 
Japanese is, however, comparatively rare. If 
a SCAP official conspicuously entertains Japa- 
nese over a long period, he is likely to be re- 
buked. Odd and striking as the poirit may be, 
most Americans in Japan appear to have for- 
gotten completely that the Japanese were ever 
ous implacable, mortal enemies; there is prac- 
tically no evidence of hostility, resentment or 
even suspicion. 

This is not to say that Americans by and 
large actually like the Japanese, nor do they 
understand them well. Indeed, the Japanese are 
a profoundly impenetrable people and if they 
were a surprise to us, so were we to them. 
They expected GIs to rape their women and 
slaughter their infants, but instead, after one 
of the most savage wars in history, we arrived— 
with chocolate bars. 

I asked many Japanese, from men on the 
highest level to young officials who at that time 
were in their teens, what ended the war. One 
and all they replied, without the slightest dubi- 
ety or hesitation, “The atom bomb on Hiroshima.” 
The Hiroshima and Nagasaki bombs smashed 
utterly the whole structure of Japanese effort, 
morale and will to win. Einstein won the war.

The Chief Executive, express- * 
ing his anxiety that the tremen- 
dous defense budget, if not 
carefully controlled, could be a 
dangerous inflationary force, or- 
dered the Defense Department 
and the three armed services to 
work out a detailed program 
with mobilization agencies to 
avoid “hoarding” of manpower, 


materials and industrial ca- 
pacity. 

Mr. Truman’s firmly worded 
junctures on the need for con- 
trols on military spending were 
delivered last Friday on the eve 
of the transmission to Congress 
of the 1952 fiscal year arms 
budget totaling $60,679,414,690. 

They were addressed to more 
than a score of high-ranking 
defense and mobilization lead- 
ers who: had been called to the 
White House. The President’s 
remarks were not immediately 
made public, presumably be- 
cause they contained figures on 
the forthcoming budget. These 
figures are closely guarded until 
the budget is in the hands of 
the Congress. 

The services were told they 
“must establish effective sup- 
porting control systems to man- 
age both the personnel and the 
production and procurement 
areas included in this dollar 
budget program.” 

The Defense Department v was 
specifically charged by Mr. Tru- 
man with creating 4 system to 
control requirements and to 
check on “utilization of civilian 
and military personnel.” Also, 
the Defense Department was 
asked to “program” its expendi-« 
tures for procurement and pro- 
duction “based on procedures 
which insure the production of } 
important long-term military 
items and hold down on the pro- 
curement of short-term easy-to- 
get items in order to build up 
our production facilities on a 
balanced basis.”

“Any little variation in tem- 
perature or humidity can throw 
everything out of line. Modern 
baking methods have been 
changed to produce the light, 
fresh-keeping loaf today’s fami- 
lies demand,” he added. 


A good loaf of bread begins 
with flotr made from selected 
varieties of wheat. The flour 
is aged or ripened until it is 
just right for bread-making. 


Each ingredient—flour, pow- 
dered milk, shortening, sugar, 
salt, yeast, vitamins and min- 
erals—are carefully weighed 
and measured to make the 
dough absolutely right. 

The first stage in bread-mak- 
ing is the “sponge” made from 
flour, water and yeast. This step 
is different than any in home 
baking. Proper fermentation of 
the sponge is dependent upon 
just the right temperature 
and humidity. Bread dough is 
made by adding sugar, salt, 
shortening and the enrichment 
ingredients, plus more flour and 
water, to the sponge after fer- 
mentation. 

After a “rest” period, the 
dough is divided by machine to 
produce the same size and 
weight loaves of bread. A 
rounder machirfe .shapes these 
dough pieces into uniform balls 
for further proofing. 

When the balls double in size 
a molding machine kneads them 
into what looks like large, thick 
pancakes for roiling into loaves 
ready for pans. At this com- 
pany we saw a new molder- 
panner machine which kneads 
the dough, autorhatically rolls it 


into loaves, and drops it in the 
greased baking pan. 


Dough is now ready for the 
final proof box for about an 
hour or until it rises to fill the 
pan. Rising makes the dough 
tender. Tender bread is good 
bread. 


Engineers have figured -the 
exact speed for the loaves to 
travel through the 450-degree 
thermostacically - controlled 
ovens in order to bake per- 
fectly. As the beautiful golden 
loaves roll from the oven they 
are “depanned” by machine and 
are cooled while riding-.a con- 
veyor belt to slicing and wrap- 
ping machines. This is the last 
step in a long line of processes 
necessary to turn waving fields 
of wheat into rivers of golden- 
crusted bread. 

Bread is the one food Ameri- 
can -families depend on as a 
basic part of every meal. We 
can do without some foods, but 
a meal without bread is an- 
other story. 

Every bride. should plan her 
meals to include the recom- 
mended six slices of bread per 
day. It’s easy to. do, for bread 
is versatile enough to serve 
from soup through dessert. 

Here are two unusual bread 
recipes to start a June bride’s 
recipe file. 

CHICKEN CURRY 

3 tablespoons margarine
